Yanks battered their way through 
atrong opposition and captured tho 
3,500-foot peak of Katena Vecchlo 
overlooking the road from fallen 
San Vittore to Cassino. 


Despite intense artillery fire, the 


British clung to the bridgehead 
they forged across the Peccla west 
of Mount Maggiore near the west- 
ern end of the 10-mile offensive 
front of Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark's 
FJfth army. 
Clark's troops also occupied oth- 


er heights preparatory to an as- 
Bault directly on Cassino itself.

Mount Chfafa south of the Casslno 
road and still farther south they 
completed occupation of 800-foot

The Americans thus overlooked

Front, Jan. 0.—(Delayed)—Pvt. 
Billy Miller. 21, a fast-talking dough- 
boy from Peoria, III., hoodwinked 
a German lieutenant and 18 enlist- 
ed men Into believing they were 
surrounded and then marched them 
single-handed to captivity across 
600 yards of no man's land. 


Pvt. Miller pulled off the exploit 


when he went Into action for the 
first time Thursday night as hfs 
company attacked a hill in the San 
Vittore area. Surrounded by 50 Ger- 
mans while he end a few comrades 
were bring sonrs wounded and a 
prisoner to the rear, Billy and hla 
mates had to surrender. 


A platoon of 19 Germans took 
charge of Billy in a tunneled-out 
cave where they put up for the 
night. 
Next day the fighting was still 


terrific, so the German 
platoon 


moved only a short distance farther 
back, this time to a farmhouse In 
the valley benind the hill. They 
drank some wine and found some 
bread, "but you could hardly stick 
ft knife Into It" Billy said later. 


They asked 
him 
if American 
bread was that hard. 


"Oh, no," said Billy, who used to 


be a doughroller in a Peoria army 
biscuit bakery. "American bread la 
all fresh and soft."

their bombs plastered the entire 
harbor area and one merchant ves- 
sel in tho port was believed to have 
been hit. Submarine pens in the 
harbor may also have been dam- 
aged, they said. A number of enemy 
fighter planes was sighted but they 
made no attempt to attack and 
anU-nlrcraft fire waa comparative- 
ly mild.

"The flak was light 
and late. I saw more fires and 
heavy explosions today than at any 
other time.

er sanitation necessary to prevent 
Infection by tuberculosis Is often 
lacking.

Jnn. 10.—</P>—Baylor 
Hospital has not asked the Red 
Cross blood center here for blood 
plasma for 
four-year old Billy 
Meers and 
it 
appeared doubeful 
today that the institution would 
make any such request. 


The chubby, good-natured boy 


Js a victim of chronic nephritis, 
a kidney ailment considered incur- 
able. 
With daily transfusions of 
Plasma, he may live indefinitely, 
doctors say, but the hospital has 
served notice that unless further 
donors are found to replenish a 
164 pint debt to the Institution's 
blood bank, the flow to Billy must 
be halted. 
No official at the hospital would 


consent to be quoted but one au- 
thority made clear Baylor's stand. 
After Red Cross officials in Wash- 
ington said they believed the arm- 
ed forces might release some plas- 
ma for Billy from their depots in 
the Dallas region, if the hospital 
requested it. 
"We hate to think of asking for 
plasma some soldier might need 
on the battlefield," he said. "With 
the big invasion coming up, every 
bit of plasma the Red Cross can 
get will be needed. If we asked 
for plasma for Billy Meers, tho 
case might set a precedent—civil- 
ians everywhere would be want- 
ing to draw on the armed ser- 
vices supply- 


Traffic Problem. 
"Ours Is a tragic problem—we 


are happy to have for Billy Meers 
all the blood plasma that civil- 
ians will contribute. But when it 
comes to the armed services, we 
must weigh the fact that Billy 
Meers is considered incurable, and 
that the plasma given him in vain 
might some day have been given 
a soldier whose life could be sav- 
ed." 


Billy, thanks to plasma, Is, to 
all appearances, 
healthy, normal 
boy. Without plasma he is doom- 
ed, the attending physician stated. 


The handsome youngster, who 
plays with his tops in the hos- 
pital room, has had the plasma 
equivalent of 
7 pints of bloot! 
since September. 
Hospital 
offi- 
cials, explaining their stand, said 
it was not fair to other possible 
patients to exhaust the supply on 
one child alone.

SUFFICIENT FEEDS 


FORT WORTH, Jan. 10.- 
Texas Panhandle 
cattlemen 
can 


expect 
sufficient 
protein 
feed 


within the next 10 days to bring 
their cattle through the worst of 
the present weather conditions, B. 
F. Vance of College Station, chair- 
man of the State AAA War Board, 
told the Star-Telegram todlay by 
telephone. 


Vanco said he was In Amarlllo 


Friday when the blizzard struck, 
and got first-hand information from i 
AAA county war chairmen on the 
protein feed needs of thet area. 


"We already had ordered 150 
carloads of cotton seed and soy- 
bean cake and meal shipped In 
there, and we have ordered more 
than 176 additional carloads, which 
already are beginning to move from 
crushing mills In Texas and the 
Mississippi valley," he said. 


Vance said rcporU he has re- 


ceived thus far indicate that cat- 
tle losses in the week end blizzard 
were light, "but we realize that 
the stockmen must have feed be- 
fore the next blizzard strikes or 
their losses will be heavy." 
He said he left Howard Stewart, 


feed specialist from his office at 
College Station, in Amarillo to 
take charge of the cattle feed dis- 
tribution. 


He said tho Panhandle cattlemen 


were "giving us tho fineut sort o( 
cooperation," In the AAA.'s effort 
to equalize feed distribution. 


Shipments include soy and cot- 


tonseed cake set aside sirce Jan. 1 
under a FRA order to be distrib- 
uted through the AAA, ho said, 
and 85 carloads have been received 
thus far in tho Panhandle.
